Commander  Dennis  Seeks  Freedom 
For  Captive  'Santa  Maria'  Victims

SAN  JUAN,  P.  R.,  Jan.  27 
<UPI) — The  commander  of  the 
U.  S.  Atlantic  Fleet  was  tr>*ing 
today  Jo  persuade  Portuguese 
rebels  to  free  the  captive  pass- 
engers of  the  Santa  Maria  at  the 
Brazilian  port  of  Belem.  He  ask- 
ed the  Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff  whe- 
ther he  should  guarantee  safe 
passage. 

There  was  no  immediate  reac- 
tion either  i from  the  ship  or 
Washington  but  the  destroyer 
Wilson  steamed  toward  Belem 
in  case  the  plan  worked  out. 

AN  EXCHANGE  of  messages 
between  Adm.  Robert  L.  Dennis. 
Atlantic  Fleet  Commander,  and 
shipboard  rebel  leader  Henrique 


Galvao  spurred  hopes  that  the 
passengers — including  42  Amer- 
icans— would  be  released  before 
the  luxury  liner  crossed  the  At- 
lantic. 

The  navy  said  Galvao  messag- 
ed Dennison  last  night,  in  ans- 
wer to  an  earlier  message  from 
the  Admiral: 

I "...  WE  CANNOT  m«ke  clear 
what  is  port  destination  but  we 
want  sincerely  discharge  pass- 
engers. We  go  to  the  port  where

AT  18  O’CLOCK  last  night, 
navy  planes  tracking  the  Portu- 
guese liner  reported  its  position 
as  5 degrees  30  minutes  north 
latitude  and  37  degrees  45  min- 
utes west  longitude.  Its  bearing 
was  120  degrees — in  the  general 
direction  of  the  southwest  coast 
of  Africa.

Tibet’s  Tragic  Lesson 

Tibet  is  a lonely  country  generally  misunderstood 
l)y  members  of  more  sophisticated  nations.  However,  the 
Himalayan  country  has  given  the  world  a tragic  lesscm 
in  ideologies — a lesson  whiq^i  continues  to  be  repeated. 

One  chapter  of  that  lesson  is  now  being  written — a 
chapter  of  heartbreaking  betrayal  and  ruthless  disre- 
gard for  humankind.  The  country  is  in  a period  of  man- 
made famine.  The  cr^tor  of  this  living  death:  Commu- 
nist Cliina.  itself  a victim  of  crop  failures  and  raging 
floods  which  have  cost  an  estimated  million  deaths  this 
year. 

Tlie  Til>etans  are  a hardy  people  who  have  lived  on 
tlie  edge  of  existence  for  thousands  of  years  by  stock- 
piling food  resei*ves  in  the  summer  in  anticipation  of 
their  bitter  winters. 

A few  years  ago  Red  China  brazenly  sent  her  troops 
into  the  mountain  kingdom  and  placed  its  docile  people 
under  her  power  while  the  world  uneasily  looked  the 
other  way. 

The  Tibetans  showed  an  unsuspected  side  of  their 
nature  in  early  1959  in  a bloody  revolt  against  their  op- 
pressors. The  revolt  failed,  and  the  Chinese  moved  in 
again  in  gnm  seriousness.  This  time  they  confiscated  all 
cereal  and  vegetable  foods,  made  N^n  inventory  of  all 
sheep,  cattle  and  yaks. 

According  to  reports,  the  Chinese  then  doled  out  a 
ration  of  25  lbs.  of  grain  a month  to  Tibetans  they  could 
trust;  others  received  17.  The  fare:  wheat  and  barley 
husks  or  poor  quality  grain. 

Now'  with  China  in  a famine,  the  Chinese  have  cut 
rations  even  further  and  begun  killing  the  livestock; 
presumably  sending  the  meat  back  inland. 

Results : a flood  of  refugees  into  neutral  India  who 
report  that  an  estimated  5,000  Tibetans  have  died  in  a 
country  which  never  knew  famine  before  the  coming  of 
the  Chinese.

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Comprehension  Increases  With  Reading  Speed

’ Ability  to  read  a tull-length 
novel  (75,000  words)  of  aver- 
age difficulty  in  two  hours  with 
increased  comprehension,  and 
to  read  average  textual  mater- 
ial at  a rate  of  600  words  a min- 
ute are  among  the  skills  devel- 
oped by  average  students  in  the 
Brigham  Young  University 
Reading  Better  and  Faster 
course. 


Students  also  develop  the  ab- 
ility to  scan  material  at  the  rate 
of  approximately  4000  words 
a minute,  giving  emphasis  to 
highlights  and  major  points,  ac- 
cording to  Ernest  L.  Olson,  as- 
sistant professor  of  English  and 


one  of  the  instructors  of  the 
course. 

OLSON  STATES  that  most 
students  show  marked  improve- 
ment during  the  reading  class, 
which  meets  for  two  hours 
weekly  for  eight  weeks  each 
semester  Standardized  tests, 
which  are  given  at  the  begin- 
ning and  at  the’  end  of  the 
course,  reve>al  that  the  average 
student  doubles  his  reading 
s^ed  and  at  the  same  time  in- 
creases his  comprehension.

INSTRUCTION  dwells  on 
reading  speed,  comprehension 
and  vocabulary  building,  for 
persons  with  average  abilities 
who  wish  to  increase  their  skills 
Machines  such  as  the  tichisto- 
scope  are  helpful  aids  in  in- 
creasing span  of  vision  and 
speed  of  perception.
